The first step in studying such a 
case is to elim inate the organic 
form s of disease. By organic we 
mean real tissue changes, so th a t 
the patient has something to show 
fo r his sym ptom s—eith er inflam ­ 
mation, as in the case of appendi­ 
citis, or ulceration, or cancer, or 
mechanical, as in the case of g all­ 
stones. 


T a o Digestive P atterns 
Two p attern s of digestive upset 
present them selves to the investi­ 
gator. They are the same patterns 
th a t run through all hum an life— 
acute and chronic. An acute dis­ 
ease is not entirely defined by the 
length of tim e it goes on. It is 
best described by saying th a t you 
can name the hour, certainly the 
day, when it began. 
The commonest acute disease of 
the digestive system is appendi­ 
citis. And, incidentally, more e r­ 
rors are made in the diagnosis and 
recognition and treatm ent of it 
than any other acute disease. The 
w orst m istakes are for the victim 
to say, "Oh. I have a little acute 
indigestion/’ and take some salts, j 


No Such Thing 


Let it be em phasized that there 
is no such thing as acute indiges­ 
tio n ; there is alw ays a rea on, an 
actual cause behind it, and the 
w orst thing anybody can do for an 
acute bellyache is to take salts.

One reason you need profession­ 
al advice is th a t every once in a 
while N ature plays a Joke and 
makes a good im itation of one of 
these acute abdominal conditions 
by sn acute attack of the vom iting 
ot pregnancy or a gastric crisis of 
locomotor ataxia, or the early 
stage of shingles and to differen­ 
tiate these requires wisdom. 
The common chronic organic 
diseases of the digestive system 
are ulcer of the stom ach or duo­ 
denum, gallstones again (which, 
strictly speak:ng, should be called 
recurrent rath er than cither acute 
or chronic) and some form of can­ 
cer. 
The great hope for successful 
treatm ent of either the acute or 
chronic diseases of the abdomen is 
judicious surgery. Nobody w ants 
to contemplate surgery, but in its 
modern form , it is so improved 
th a t it ia often less severe than 
some methods of medical tre a t­ 
ment. And one is infinitely better 
off now with the possibility of mod­ 
em surgery w ith the im prove­ 
ments in anaesthesia and aspsis 
than the richest man or most influ­ 
ential queen could he, afflicted with 
the same diseases in the eight­ 
eenth century.
